I herewith submit my third annual report of the 
schools in Freedom School District. | 

The Primary School, taught by Ruth A. Pearson, 
has 26 pupils. | 

The Grammar School, taught by Phil A. Bennett, 
has 20 pupils. A 

The schools are well taught by interested teachers 
who work hard. The warm noon lunch is much appre- 
ciated, the play activities are well supervised, the build- 
ing is attractive and pupils enjoy their schools. 

The school-community gatherings have been well 
planned. At the Community Night, held last spring, the: 
schools gave good demonstrations of work and then the 
meeting was addressed by Miss Elizabeth Murphy, the 
State School Nurse. Miss Murphy emphasized the value 
of preventive work such as the Toxin Anti-toxin treat- 
ment to prevent diphtheria, 


Medical - Inspection 


Miss Buswell has been ‘succeeded by Harriet M. 
Curren as school nurse. Last spring. the pupils were 
given an opportunity to have the Toxin Anti-toxin. 
treatment and most of the pupils responded. This is a. 
fine piece of preventive work. Several pre-school. child- 
ren were also: given the treatment. . 
A Summary of Miss Curren’s Work. this year follows:

It will be seen that teeth and tonsils need special 
attention. It is hoped that parents will take care that 
these defects may be remedied. Miss Curren will en- 
deavor to secure a dentist who will work at the school 
for as much time as he can be paid. Tonsil cases should 
be treated during the summer vacation. 


Repairs ; 


During the summer the halls were painted and the 
‘furniture varnished. Some new slate blackboard was 
placed in the primary room. Floors were painted and 
other minor repairs accomplished. . 


For next year I recommend the installation of at 
least one ventilating heater. Furniture should be dressed 
each summer. New curtains should gradually replace 
the old ones. 


Playground 


The great need is for a playground. As the schoof 
board pointed out in last year’s report, the grounds are 
now entirely inadequate for play. In fact, there isn’t 
room to pile the wood supply. I would urge the citi- 
zens to act favorably on the recommendation of the 
school board at the March meeting. Money should be 
raised to buy additional ground. 


Statistics 


The record of the year shows an average attend- 
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ance of 46, an average Pe bershes a5 48 bid a Meercent 
of attendance of 95. We could easily have a percent of 97. 
if all pupils would be as faithful as the majority. 

Last June we graduated a class of seven from the 
Grammar School.

If the right 
schooling raises the earning power 10 per cent, then 10 
per cent of our total annual income is nine billion dollars 
—more than three times as much as we yearly pay for 
public schools and colleges of all types. Herbert Hoover 
lists education and scientific research as first among the 
factors which are responsible for the nation’s high eco- 
nomic position. . | 

As superintendent of schools, I appreciate the will- 
ingness of Freedom school board and citizens to support 
the public schools—our great asset.
